S.R.O* 13(E).—In cxctdse of the powers conferred by Section 184 of the Navy Act, 1957 
(62 of 1957'). the Central Government hereby makes the following regulations further to amend 
the Naval Ceremonial,»Conditions of Service and Miscellaneous Regulations, 1964, published 
with the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Defence No. S.R.O. 23E, 
dated the I9th February 1964, namely ;— 

1. (i) These Regulations may be called the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Service and 

Miscellaneous (Third Amendment) Regulations, 1973. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Service and Miscellaneous Regulations, 1964, in 
regulation 122 for sub-regulation (’3), the following sub-regulation shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(3) Educational or Technical Qualification?^ 

A candidates shall possess any of the following qualifications ;— 

(a) A degree of a recognised University and hiving passed with Mathematics and 
the Physics either as optional or as compulsory subjects in the degree examination 
or in Intermediate or Higher Secondary or Pre-University or Indian School Certi¬ 
ficate Examination 


or 

(b) Government of India, Ministry of Shipping and Transport Certificate of Compe¬ 
tency ( Foreign-going) either as a Second Mate, or Mate Master or other similar 
certificate recognised by the Central Government cr any other qualification which 
may be recognised by the Central Government as equivalent to the above, 

Expl 'nation, —The subjects quoted in clause tat above (ermed by any other name such as 
General Mathematics or Physical Science, would be acceptable provided the Chief of the Naval 
Staff is satisfied that the candidates have attained req lisite standard in those subjects. ”
